A Washington correspondent writes that never before in 


yeais, if ever, has Congress been so burdened wtih the activi- 
ties and impottunities of lobbyists as at the present time. 
So 


numerous and insistent are.;these workers for "reform" and 
"uplift" in all directions that .they constitute a serious burden, 
not to say nuisance, and the time and attention they demand 
detracts materially froiu the'le gitimate work of the members 
of both branches. 
the correspondent says the men and women engaged in 


this work are for the'most part not the paid.agents of corpora- 
tions seeking legislation for, their own'speciiKbenefit, bill are 
the 
representatives 
of various reform organizations and 


"movements" having in view what they conceive to be a bet- 
ferment of conditions in tj.ie social, moral and industrial af- 
fahs of the country. And it seems to those upon whom they 
are forcing their attention that they have banded together for 
the purpose of bringing to bear a combined pressure too great 
lo be withstood. 
A senator in speaking of the situation the 


oilier day said that never in his time had he known this soil of

members ot Congress are constantly badgered by persons who 
are clamoring for every conceivable kind of impractical, dem- 
agogic, un-Ameri&n and harmful legislation, and that they 
should be driven out as the old-fashioned vote-buying lobby- 
ists have so largely been.
